Threat found at 
Middle School 


WILMINGTON - For the second 
time in less than two weeks, a 
threat of violence at one of 
Wilmington’s schools has been dis- 
covered. 

This time, the threat was in the 
form of some graffiti found written 
on a cinderblock in one of the rest- 
rooms at the Middle School on 
Carter Lane on Tuesday, April 24. 
On Thursday, April 12, a threat had 
been found written on the stall of a 
restroom at the Wilmington High 
School.

Unacceptable 


Last week, it was violent words scribbled in a bathroom 
{ the Wilmington High School. 

‘This week, it was a threat found scrawled in a restroom 
at the Wilmington Middle School. 

Both incidents prompted quick responses from the 
Wilmington School and Police Departments. Both schools 

vere aggressively searched and guarded by uniformed 
police ofticers while classes were in session. If anyone has 

ny doubts about how seriously police officers and school 
idministrators are taking these threats, they only need to 
know that evidence connected to both threats has been 
turned over to the FBI. 

There remains one problem. The students responsible 
for both threats either think their actions are a funny prank 
or a justifiable warning of the personal rage they plan to 
unleash. These individuals would be wrong on both counts. 

There is nothing funny about threatening to take the lives 
of innocent people. There is nothing acceptable about 
inflicting pain on others because tumult is felt within one’s 
self 

Somebody is not teaching these kids these things. 

It is not the responsibility of teachers to instill in children 
the common sense, decency, respect and principles to 
realize that such actions are wrong. It is the responsibility 
of the parents. 

It is the job of teachers to enlighten students about 
science, math, grammar, history and more. Beyond that, 
it is their responsibility to lead by example, inspire student 
participation in and out of the classroom and provide 
support to ensure strong academic performance. 

It is the job of school administrators to determine aca- 
demic policy, demand student compliance with school rules 
and regulations and enforce discipline when said guidelines 
are not obeyed. 

When certain parents do not teach their children that it 
is unacceptable to threaten people and break the rules, then 
it is infinitely more difficult for teachers and school admin- 
istrators to do thein.jobs. It hecomes impossible for them 

\to dd'theit jobs vi rents take the sidesof theif children 
wherrit-is elear that they have done something wrong. 

Need proof? Just look at how this week has been spent 
at school: Understandably, assemblies have been held 
instead of classes, letters of warning have been going home 
to parents in addition to homework, and scores of students 
have been afraid to attend school. 

In America, children have the inarguable right to attend 
school and learn and play in an environment in which their 
safety is secured and their relationships healthy. Con- 
versely, a child or adult who compromises that security 
should not have the right to attend the school to which they 
have issued their threat. 

All parents must teach their children that threats are not 
funny as a prank and not acceptable as an expression of 
anger. Children must know that when such threats are 
made, the consequences, regardless of one’s youth, will be 
severe. 

The decision of the Wilmington Police and School De- 
partments to involve the FBI in the investigation of last 
week's and this week’s threats is a masterful illustration of 
that principle.

Urge Planning Board to reject West Street projects} 


Dear Editor: 

I attended last Tuesday’s Plan- 
ning Board meeting, which con- 
cerned the town office building pro- 
posals on West Street. 

Each of these buildings are three 
stories and cover 100,000 square 
feet of office space. Both of them 
are estimated to create 2,800 addi- 
tional car trips per day in this area, 
leaving much of such predicted traf- 
fic to pass through the intersection 
of Lowell and West Streets. Cur- 
rently, industry standards have 
rated this intersection with a grade 
of “F,” which is the worst possible 
grade that such a location can re- 
ceive. 

The spokesperson for each of the 
developers showed the Planning 


Board separate proposals to im- 
prove the intersection, which would 
cost them roughly $200,000 to 
$300,000. 

This amount is far too small for 
any real improvements. In fact, 
these proposals do little to improve 
the situation. Furthermore, these 
proposals do not take into consider- 
ation the Inwood Office Park, which 
is being developed further on West 
Street in Reading, and the pro- 
posed office building onthe Textron 
site on Lowell Street. 

Also, since these two buildings 
represent two separate projects, it 
was stated at the meeting that only 
some of the improvements may be 
accomplished if only one of the 
buildings goes forward. 


It was also stated at the meeting 
that Mass Highways plans to im- 
prove the entire area and are count- 
ing on this to solve the traffic prob- 
lems.

Dear Editor and Town Residents: 

At this Saturday’s Town Meet- 
ing on April 28, you will be asked to 
vote on Article 34.

A parcel of land located at the 
bottom of Lee Street is now owned 
by the town.

is alleged to have victimized four 
individuals with such conduct.

* The details behind ARTICLE 24, 
which was submitted by the Master 
Plan Committee, will undergo 
much discussion before it finds 
itself facing a vote at Town 
Meeting. This effort to amend 
somewhat the Zoning Map of the 
‘Town of Wilmington will be the sub- 
ject of a public hearing to held at 
the Town Hall on Tuesday, March 
20. 

¢ The Board of Health is hoping 
to make its mark at the Town 
Meeting with ARTICLE 25, which 
proposes a series of regulations for 
tattoo, or “body art,” services that 
may come to Wilmington, now that 
state courts have asserted the 
legality of such enterprises. One of 
the regulations would classify such 
a business as “adult-oriented” and 
should therefore be confined to the 
appropriate district in town. 

¢ ARTICLES 26 through 30 have 
been submitted to the Town 
Meeting by the Conservation 
Commission. All of them concern 
the transfer from the town to the 
commission the “care, custody, 
management and control” of prop- 
erties near or within Parker Street, 
Randolph Road, Taft Road, Forest 
Street, Calumet Road, Winston 
Avenue, Avery Street, Cambridge 
Avenue, Medford Avenue, 
Buckingham Street, The Wildlife 
Sanctuary and the Lost Colony near 
North Reading. 

* ARTICLES 31 through 44 are 
petitioned articles, the most of 
which have not been reviewed by 


the town in their entirety. The 
opportunity for that will come on 
Tuesday, March 20, during a joint 
meeting to be held between the 
Finance Committee and Planning 
Board. Petitioners are encouraged 
to attend the meeting and outline 
for town officials what their pro- 
posed articles will accomplish. 

All of the petitioned articles 
involve matters surrounding specif- 
ic properties in town, found on 
streets from Lake Street, Brand 
Avenue and Norfolk Street to Cary 
Street, Burtt Road and Mink Run. 

ARTICLE 35, in particular, calls 
for a vote in which petitioner 
Herbert Mason is asking the town 
to remove a 1978 deed restriction 
placed on his property on Westdale 
Avenue. 

ARTICLE 38, which initially 
called for a vote to accept the lay- 
out of Parker Street as a Town Way, 
will be withdrawn at Town Meeting 

Residents and petitioners Mary 
and George Nelson have drafted 
ARTICLES 39 and 40 to address 
their hopes of amending the town’s 
“Official Map” to include such pri- 
vate ways as Walnut Street, Page 
Street and Sharon Street. 

ARTICLES 41, 43 and 44 are on 
the warrant in hopes that favorable 
Town Meeting votes will allow prop- 
erties on Old Main Street, Factory 
Road and Route 62 to be rezoned 

Last, but not least, ARTICLE 42 
seeks to eliminate Hammerhead 
Lots in Wilmington.

WILMINGTON/TEWKSBURY- 
Patricia Pelosi and Susan Sinclair, 
both of Wilmington, and Judy 
Fittery, of Tewksbury, were hon- 
ored for their environmental 
achievements in a special Earth 
Day ceremony that took place on 
the morning of Wednesday, April 18 
at Fanueil Hall in Boston. 

The three were selected out of 
150 trans-New England candidates 
to receive the Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency’s 31st annual Envi- 
ronmental Achievement Award, 
which recognizes outstanding envi- 
ronmental advocates who have 
made a significant contribution to- 
ward preserving and protecting 
natural resources. 

Inaddition to these awards, each 
woman received a citation from the 
State House anda letter from House 
Speaker Thomas Finneran, who 
wrote, “through your actions, you 
have truly made a difference and 
saved many lives.” 

Though hard-won, these acco- 
lades do not mark for these three 
women the final destination, but 
rather, a significant landmark ina 
journey of unflagging devotion and 
tireless community service. 

“Although it is gratifying tohave 
our efforts taken seriously, after all 
that we have been through to get to 
this point, this is only the begin- 


long way left to go with this thing 
yet.”

been the site of an old piggery, was 
opened asa landfill back in the late

turned out, not only was there 
trichlorylethlylene residue from the 
dump trucks degreasing on cement 
slabs, but 68 other chemicals were 
also identified as having been re- 
leased into the wetlands from 
wooden ramps that had been built 
in order to facilitate further illegal 
dumping, creating “the pond that 
never froze [in winter].” Realizing 
that they were losing income, 
Rocco’s filed for bankruptcy, and 
the access road from McDonald 
Road through Krochmal Farms 
was covered over with demolition 
debris. 

In the 1990s, the Town of 
Tewksbury was in the process of 
configuring a master rezoning plan, 
which wouldrezonethe above-men- 
tioned area into a residential zone 
with a buffer, providing easy ac- 
cess to Route 93. 

At this meeting, Fittery over- 
heard one gentleman on the com- 
mittee, who was also anemployee 
of the landfill, remark that the 
area was a virtual “love canal for 
toxic chemicals.” She accompa- 
nied this gentleman to the barrel 
site together with a half-dozen other 
concerned residents, who all be- 
gan to document the accumulated 
20,000 tons of toxic debris with a 
camcorder. At one point during 
the filming, an individual drove up 
inatruck and aimed a gunatthem, 
but left the scene quickly before he 
could be identified. The trouble 
didn’t stop there, however. Kittery 


received threatening late-night tele-

One child in particular, who had 
actually fallen into a wetland, not 
only came down with such a rash, 
but also developed severe. neuro- 
logical disorders whose effects re- 
main with him to this very day. 
As time went on, various resi- 
dents developed brain tumors, 
esophageal growths, lung cancer 
(in nonsmoking residents), 
Hodgkin’s Disease, Padgett’s dis- 
ease and Parkinson’s disease, to 
name just a few. Fittery herself, 
after inadvertently stepping into a 
buried drum containing a viscous, 
molasses-colored ooze, developed 
not only a series of severe rashes, 
but also went on to develop cancer, 
which necessitated three surger- 
ies, two mastectomies and a com- 
plete hysterectomy. She began an 
effort by which she tried to get 


authorities to do a cancer study to 
relate the two areas. 

In the summer of 1999, Fittery 
attended a Toxic Action Confer- 
ence in Florida, where she discov- 
ered that government agencies had 
known about the problems in that 
area for some time, based upon test 
results reported by the Massachu- 
setts Department of Environmen- 
tal Protection; however, none of 
this information was being broad- 
cast to the citizens of the towns, 
Senator Edward Kennedy likened 
the area to “an underground 
Chernobyl” and sent the Environ- 
mental Protection Agency there for 
further testing and cleanup. Unfor- 
tunately, winter had set in by then, 
so there was not a lot that could be 
accomplished at the time. The 
problem was turning out to be big- 
ger thanthe agencies and the towns 
involved, that further action 
was delayed by a principal involve- 
ment petition as to who should be 
responsible for both the cleanup 
and the funding. 

By autumn of 1999, Wilmington 
resident Kathy Barry had encour- 
aged a number of residents, who 
were concerned about several ques- 
tionable sites, to form a strong coa- 
lition to communicate with state 
and federal officials 


as a result of toxic waste dumping 


boards of health. He then spent 
countless hours getting state and 
federal agencies engaged in prob- 
lem resolution. The three women 
cite Representative Jim Miceli and 
Senator Bruce Tarr as being par- 
ticularly supportive toward their 
efforts. 

Until then, government agencies 
had refused to acknowledge that 
therewasa link between the Rocco's 
and McDonald Roadsites, insisting 
that these were two separate is- 
sues. further research, 
Fittery further learned that area 
overburden wells that were believed 
to have been closed were in fact 
active, due to drought conditions. 
This fact had initially been over- 
looked as the activation had oc- 
curred in between quarterly testing 
periods. Although a Town Select- 
man ordered that these be shut 
downimmediately, thedamage had 
already been done. 

Around this time, a biomedical 
specialist recommended that the 
nearby brook be covered, in order 
to prevent further disruption of 


volatile organiccompoundsintothe parts 


atmosphere. At last, government 
agencies agreed to include the wet- 
lands behind McDonald Road as 
being related to the Rocco’s land- 
fill.

14,676 registered voters went to 
the polls on Saturday. That's a 
commendable 22 percent. 

Specifically, these 3,206 voters 
cast 5,739 votes for selectmen, 
meaning that only 321 of them 
marked off only one candidate.

Dear Editor and Residents of 
Wilmington:

Dave Trueira wasn't kidding. He 
spoke about the Wilmington High 
baseball team at length following 
Thursday's game, but he proved he 
wasn't kidding with his right arm 
as well.

When- 
ever Trueira was ina jam, hebattled 
it out with heart, and whatever he 
had. Whenever Wilmington needed 
a runner on base to continue an 
inning, they did what it had to do 
with heart. 

"We're not having that mental 
thing this year," he said.

Stone takes second 
in women's division 
of Lowell race

Chris Stone ‘of Tewksbury was 
stunned when she heard someone 
yell, “THIRD GIRL,” around Mile 
No. 4 of the Irish Feet are Running 
Road Race on Sunday. 

She started the five-mile race 
quicker than normal, but she 
couldn’t believe she was among 
one of the best runners in the 450- 
participant race in downtown 
Lowell. 

With about 20 yards left, Stone, 
poured it on and passed Melanie 
Hire of Dracut for a time of 34 
minutes, 20 seconds, good for sec- 
ond place. 

“That first mile I was running 
low six minutes and that’s faster 
than I’ve ever ran,” says Stone, 34. 
“I didn’t think I was going to be 
able to maintain the pace, but I felt 
good so I just kept on running.” 

Stone had a good running part- 
ner helping her keep her pace in 
brother-in-law Tom Quinn of 
Tewksbury. Thestrong pace helped 
Stone beat Hire by two seconds. 
Heather Wedlake of Belmont, a 
1995 national cross country cham- 
pionship team member at Provi- 
dence College, won the race, the 
first under new coordinator Sean 
Donnelly of Lowell, with a time of 
30:15. Considering the opposition, 
Stone was more than satisfied with 
her second-place finish. 

“I’ve run these types of races 
before and that was my best time,” 
she says. “I’ve been simmering 
down on the road races, but I 
wanted to run in this one. It’s a 
good time with good people. The 
people who ran the race 
did a good job.” 

The race, originally scheduled 


for March, had been canceled twice 
before because of snow. There was 
no worry of flurries on Sunday 

With temperatures reaching the 
80s, the runners ran through above- 

average temperatures and an ob- 
noxious head wind. 

The stretch along Route 110 was 
particularly difficult. The heat beat- 
ing off the pavement made condi- 
tions feel desert-like, Stone said. 
But Stone ran well despite the hot 
sun. She credits part of the reason 
to her four-day-a-week cross-train- 
ing routine at Gold’s Gym in 
Tewksbury. Stone ran in the 100th 
running of the Boston Marathon 
five years ago with friend Kathy 
Duncan and also took part in the 
Ocean State marathon years back, 
but the training proved too much. 

Now the Tewksbury resident en- 
joys a workout routine of kick box- 
ing, weights, the stationary bike, 
the stairstepper and other cardio- 
vascular equipment. Stone says she 
really enjoys the kick boxing class 
at Gold’s Gym and hopes to be 
certified to teach a class of her own 
soon 

“I was doing longer runs and it 
just burned me out,” says Stone, 
who ran in the 100th running of the 
Boston Marathon five years ago 
“I'm enjoying doing the shorter 
runs and working on more speed 
than distance.” 

The shorter runs proved to be 
Stone’s cup of tea on Sunday as she 
showed with her second place fin- 
ish in the women’s race. David 
Hinga, a 25-year-old Lowell resi- 
dent, finished first in the men's 
race with a time of 23:37. Chris 
Volante of Nashua took second 
place in 25:29.

Covering Water Stains 


(NAPS)—AIl wet! That’s how 
many of the solutions for painting 
water-stained walls can be 
described. 

Melting ice, snow and rain 
seeping in flashing around win- 
dows, skylights, dormers and 


chimneys and from ice forming in 
gutters and along roof edges can 
create water stains on ceilings, 
walls and woodwork. 

Applying a fresh coat of paint 
does not do the job, since water 
stains bleed through latex paints 
Before painting, it’s a good idea to 
prepare water-stained surfaces 
with a “first coat” of a shellac-base 
primer. The shellac resin per- 

seals off the stain and 
prevents musty odors. Then apply 
a topcoat of latex paint. 


Covering water stains may 
require the use of a primer. Water 
stains bleed through latex paint. 

The primer comes in traditional 
pint, quart and gallon sizes, as 
well as an aerosol for spot priming 
and covering water stains on 
acoustical ceiling tiles. It contains 
an alcohol solvent so it dries in an 
hour and cleans up with ammonia 
and water.

Tavilla set another record in 

1986, when he caught a grape 
, that was dropped from the 660- 
foot-high Sumitomo Insurance 

Building in Tokyo, Japan, a 

record which he would go on to 

break in just two years, 

In 1988, Tavilla set up at the 
base of the John Hancock Life 
Insurance Tower in Boston, a 
structure which stands 788 feet, 
{28 feet taller than the building 
in Japan. About 150 people 
gathered to see the spectacle, 
and Tavilla’s son-in-law, Dr. 
Russell Hagopian, D.M.D. of 
Waltham, stood atop the 60- 
story building to drop the 
grapes. 

The attempt used up 
approximately 70 grapes, with 
many of them hitting the 

‘cebuilding on the way down, or 
8 Tavilla losing sight of them as 
& they came down. 

“I asked him to start 
dropping about 10 in a row, one 
right after the other, so that I 
could try to pick one out of the 
sky,” said Tavilla. “I finally was 
able to zero in on one.” 

The grape was travelling an

estimated 110 mph when Tavilla 
caught it, but the only pain he 
talked about at the time, 
according to newspaper reports, 
was neck strain from looking 
straight up into the sky for so 
long. 

Tavilla also caught a grape 
that was dropped 327 feet off a 
condominium building in Fort 
Lauderdale. His unique talent 
has brought him some fame 
along the way, with 
appearances on Regis and Kathi 
Lee, The Tonight Show, Dinah 
Shore, Geraldo, Real People, 
Crook and Chase, and many 
other local shows. 

While the current record is 32 
catches from a distance of 16 
feet (which Tavilla will attempt 
to break this Sunday), even a 
mark as seemingly unique as 
this one isn’t without 
controversy. Tavilla says that 
Guinness has informed him that 
a gentleman in Texas claims to 
have caught 53 grapes in a 
minute. The officials are 
studying a videotape that has 
been sent to them, and no 
official ruling has been made. 

“I caught 42 grapes in one 
minute in Arlington,” said 
Tavilla. “We sent the tape ion to 
Guinness, but they turned it 
down, because they're getting 
very strict with the records. 
They have to see each grape go 
into your mouth on the tape 
now. That’s why we're going to 
give it another try here in 
Reading. I don’t want to say 
that this guy didn’t catch 53 
grapes, but that’s almost a 
grape a second. To get the 
timing down with the thrower 
like that would be very difficult. 
Each throw would have to be 
right on the money. But I

Defeat depression 


There’s a new book out that 
offers a different theory on 
depression. Called Depression- 
Free for Life: A Physician's 
All-Natural, 5 Step Plan 
(William Morrow, $23), by 
Gabriel Cousens, MD with Mark 
Mayell. 

It’s been touted as “the defini- 
tive guide for the natural heal- 
ing of depression.” 

The book has been called 
compulsively readable for every- 
one who wants to experience 
more peace, joy and love in their 
lives. 

Dr. Cousens has based his 
ground-breaking program on the 
idea that all depressions are not 
alike and they do not always 
have the same physical or men- 
tal causes although over fifty 
million people in the U.S. suffer 
from depression. 

For example, the doctor says 
one person’s depression may be 
the result of low levels of sero- 
tonin or dopamine which are the 
primary activators of pleasure 
centers of the brain. Another 
person’s depression may be 
caused by a deficiency of gluta- 


mine, an amino acid that helps - 


the brain perform at its peak 
level, and boosts mood and 
alertness. 

Dr. Cousens also believes that 
in order to find effective treat- 
ment, we must understand what 
he calls “the biologically altered 
brain.” This occurs when the 
brain suffers an emotional or 
physiological imbalance and is 
unable to restore its own bio- 
chemistry. This situation is a 
major contributor to depression, 
anxiety, adult attention deficit 
disorder, substance abuse and

Tips for Staying Active for 
People with Type 2 Diabetes 

Before beginning physical 
activity, ask your health care 
provider for guidance on exer- 
cising safely. 

Buy a comfortable pair of 
shoes that fit well. 

Check your feet everyday for 
cuts, blisters or swelling 

Plan a time for physical 
activity, just as you would for 
eating or sleeping 

Test your blood sugar level 
before and after you exercise. 
Don’t exercise if it is higher 
than 250mg/dl or if there are 
ketones in your urine, 

elf your blood sugar is below 
120mg/dl eat a meal or snack 
before exercising and take a 
snack with you. 

elf you haven't been physical- 
ly active, start slowly and grad- 
ually build up to the 30 minutes 
a day recommended by the U.S. 
Surgeon General. 

Be aware of how your body 
responds to physical activity 
and if you feel faint or dizzy talk 
to your doctor. 

Wear a medical identifica- 
tion bracelet or carry a card 
that says you have diabetes. 

*Stretching often is great for 
avoiding stiffness and feeling 
good. 


*Set goals for yourself, be 
consistent and, most of all, have 
fun.

Designing student 
in Wakefield 


“Northeast Grade 10 students 
in Drafting and Design recently 
took part in a class competi- 
tion,” notes, the Wakefield edi- 
tion of the “Daily.
